SHAW  HAS  FORMAL 
OPENING  SERVICE 


Opening  exercises  were  held 
Wednesday  morning  at  11  in 
Greenleaf  Chapel  of  Shaw  Uni- 
versity to  inaugurate  the  83rd 
year  of  the  institution's  service. 
The  annual  address  was  deliv- 
ered by  Dr.  R.  S.  Holladay,  phy- 
sician and  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Billingsley  Me- 
morial Hospital  of  Statesville. 

Dr.  Holladay,  a  graduate  of 
the  former  Leonard  Medical 
School  of  Shaw  University,  Class 
of  1905,  told  students,  "The 
doors  of  the  university  are  por- 
tals of  opportunity."  Classing 
this  period  as  a  "great  time  to 
be  young,"  he  urged  his  hearers 
to  "make  the  most  of  your  col- 
lege career  for  it  will  enable  you 
to  help  make  the  most  of  Amer- 
ica." 

President  R.  P.  Daniel,  who 
introduced  the  speaker,  declared, 
"We  must  develop  a  philosophy 
of  service  that  transcends  race." 
He  indicated  that  400  students 
had  been  denied  admission  to  the 
institution  because  of  space  Um- 
itations  and  averred  "Today  stu- 
dents are  fortunate  who  can  con- 
tinue their  education  from  high 
school  uninterrupted." 

Remarks  were  made  by  the 
Rev.  Paul  Johnson,  president  of 
the  Interdenominational  Minis- 
ters Alliance  of  Raleigh,  follow- 
ing devotions  which  were  led  by 
Dean  Wm.  R.  Strassner  of  the 
School  of  Religion.  Mrs.  Holla- 
day, wife  of  Dr.  Holladay,  and 
Jeanes  Supervisor  of  Iredell 
County,  also  made  remarks.  A 
vocal  solo  was  offered  by  Miss 
Enola  E.  Laws,  newly  appointed 
instructor  in  music,  with  Harry 
Gil-Smythe  accompanying.

Editorial  Comments 


Facing^  Another  Year 

October  1st  marked  the  beginning-  of  a  new  con- 
ventional year  for  North  Carolina  Baptists,  after 
ending  the  previous  day  the  most  successful  and 
significant  year  in  the  eighty  years  of  history  of 
Baptists  as  a  organized  state  body. 

During  the  out-going  year,  significant  progress 
was  made  by  Baptists  through  their  cooperative 
program.  There  were  more  church  workers  en- 
rolled in  Training  Institutes,  more  churches  sup- 
porting the  program,  and  greater  assistance  given 
to  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions  and  Christian 
Education  than  during  any  previous  year. 

V/ith  the  task  of  going  beyond  the  achievement 
of  the  past  year  during  the  current  year  in  spite 
of  a  change  in  the  executive  secretary,  there  is 
seemingly  a  feeling  developing  among  our  constit>- 
uency  that  a  recession  is  sure  to  "set  in." 

At  a  time  when  there  is  desperate  need  for  in- 
creased support  to  Christian  Education,  Foreign 
Missions  and  an  expanding  program  of  State  Mis- 
sions, this  feeling  definitely  must  be  eliminated. 
We  must  go  far  beyond  our  last  year's  achieve- 
ment. 

With  a  spirit  on  the  part  of  every  pastor  and 
church  leader  of  "Christian  Stewardship  growth," 
we  can  far  surpass  the  previous  year's  achieve- 
ments. Let  every  pastor  be  led  to  have  his  church 
grow  in  "Christian  stewardship  giving"  during 
the  present  year  and  a  recession  will  be  impossible. 


Will  Be  Great  Loss 

In  losing  the  Rev.  Thomas  Kilgore  as  executive 
secretary  of  the  General  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina,  Inc.,  North  Carolina  Baptists 
will  lose  a  dynamic  and  prophetic  preacher,  an  ex- 
cellent executive  and  a  Christian  gentleman. 

Coming  to  the  Convention  in  February,  1945, 
to  succeed  the  Rev.  C.  E.  GriflSn,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kil- 
gore has  performed,  with  the  leadership,  staff  and 
constituency  of  the  Convention,  a  miraculous  task 
and  as  a  result  of  his  work,  the  cause  of  Christian 
Missions  speeds  nobly  on  its  way. 

Realizing  in  the  beginning  that  Christian  Mis- 
sions can  grow  only  as  a  true  spirit  of  Christian 
stewardship  is  developed,  the  Rev.  Kilgore  launch- 
ed a  program  centered  around  Christian  Steward- 


ship which  has  had  definite  results  from  Manteo 
to  Murphy.  The  great  emphasis  of  the  program 
in  the  office  and  on  the  field  during  his  adminis- 
tration has  been  Christian  Stewardship  living  and 
giving. 

With  this  type  of  emphasis,  the  work  of  the 
convention  has  grown  immensely.  Approximately 
400  churches,  who  previously  did  not  support  the 
cooperative  program,  have  tied  their  programs  in 
with  the  convention.  The  ofl^ce  staff  has  increas- 
ed from  seven  persons  to  fifteen,  and  yearly  gifts 
for  missions  and  CHristian  education  have  in- 
creased from  $71,086.60  to  $130,524.00. 

Before  coming  to  the  convention,  Mr.  Kilgore 
demonstrated  unusual  ability  as  a  pastor  at  the 
Friendship  Baptist  Church  in  Winston-Salem, 
where  he  in  six  years,  with  a  fine  membership, 
developed  a  small  church  to  one  of  the  most  vital 
churches  in  the  country.  At  the  time  he  assumed 
his  work  with  the  Convention,  the  Friendship 
Church  with  a  membership  of  approximately  450, 
had  a  yearly  budget  of  $17,500.00.  The  church, 
with  a  beautiful  modern  church  building  erected 
during  his  administration,  operates  one  of  the 
finest  nursery  schools  in  the  state. 

While  pastoring  in  Winston-Salem,  Rev.  Kil- 
gore served  for  several  years  as  College  minister 
at  Teachers  College,  and  as  president  of  the  Min- 
isters and  Deacons'  Union  of  Winston-Salem  and 
vicinity.  He  is  known  in  Winston-Salem  as  a 
champion  of  the  rights  of  the  "common"  working 
man. 

His  national  affiliations  include  membership  in 
the  Southern  Conference  of  Human  Welfare  and 
the  Fellowshp  of  Southern  Churchmen,  where  he 
serves  as  business  manager  of  Prophetic  Religion, 
organ  of  the  Fellowship. 

A  graduate  of  Morehouse  College,  Baptist  school 
of  Georgia,  Mr.  Kilgore  has  done  advanced  work 
in  Theology  at  the  Howard  University  School  of 
Religion. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  been  fortunate 
to  have  the  services  of  a  gifted  prophetic  preacher, 
an  unusual  executive  and  a  Christian  gentleman 
as  Rev.  Kilgore  for  the  past  two  years  and  eight 
months,  and  the  entire  constituency  joins  in  best 
wishes  for  him  and  his  family,  as  they  take  over  at 
Friendship  Baptist  Church  in  New  York  City. 
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FOUR  SCORE  YEARS

Eighty  years  of  Baptist  History  can  now  be 
viewed  by  North  Carolina  Baptist.  "Four  Score 
Years"  of  continuous  operation  as  a  State  Con- 
vention is  now  a  reahty.  These  "Four  Score 
Years"  have  seen  many  changes  in  our  State,  the 
Country  and  the  World.  They  began  in  the  smoke 
of  the  Civil  War,  and  they  end  in  the  wake  of 
the  Atomic  Age.  In  between  has  come  war,  fam- 
ine, depressions,  prosperity,  fruitful  growth,  hu- 
man development  and  religious  progress.  In  some 
direct  or  remote  way  North  Carolina  Baptists 
have  been  in  and  taken  part  in  these  changes.  And 
today  we  stand  upon  the  threshold  of  another  year 
and  another  era  in  world  history  ready  to  do  our 
part  for  a  better  world. 

We  are  proud  today  that  we  have  not  deceived 
the  founders  of  our  Convention.  We  have  carried 
on  in  the  true  spirit  of  Christ.  This  report  will 
reveal  that  more  has  been  done  in  the  past  year 
to  carry  out  the  Great  Commission  than  in  any 
previous  year.  Our  Convention  has  continued  to 
serve  as  an  outlet  for  our  church  and  Baptist  or- 
ganizations throughout  the  State,  for  the  benevo- 
lent, Christian  Education  and  Missionary  causes. 
This  year  over  a  thousand  churches  and  organiza- 
tions have  used  the  Convention  as  a  medium  for 
their  church  outreach. 

Total  contributions  through  the  Convention  for 
the  past  five  years  have  been  steadily  increasing : 
1940-41,  $7,853.03;  1941-42,  $20,155.09;  1942-43, 
$30,827.86;  1943-44,  $71,086.60;  1944-45,  $101,- 
623.34;  1945-46,  $134,338.90  and  1946-47,  $130,- 
524.40. 

These  "Four  Score  Years"  have  meant  the  de- 
velopment of  an  aggressive  church.  The  passivity 
of  yesterday  has  been  converted  to  dynamic  ac- 
tions in  many  churches  today.  Religion  has  been 
brought  out  of  the  sky  and  put  to  work  in  home, 
on  the  farm,  in  the  classroom,  in  the  factory  and 
in  the  church. 

With  the  progress  of  these  "Four  Score  Years" 
there  are  still  many  pi'oblems.  Problems  which 
the  church  nutst  face.  The  Kingdoms  of  this  earth 
must  become  the  Kingdom  of  God.  The  church  is 
the  starting  point.  Racial  good-will  must  supplant 
racial  intolerance,  economic  justice  must  supplant 
economic  exploitation,  political  integrity  must 
supplant  political  trickery,  social  solidarity  must 
supplant  social  ostricisms,  dynamic  Christian  liv- 
ing must  supplant  hypocrisy  and  duplicity.  Good 
viust  overcome  Evil.  The  Church  faces  the  chal- 
lenge. 

During  1946-47  the  official  staff'  of  the  General 
Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Baptist  Headquar- 
ters' staff",  and  the  constituency  of  the  Convention, 
have  all  shown  a  keen  interest  in  the  development 
of  the  total  church  life  of  the  Baptist  churches 


in  North  Carolina.  Our  reports  will  reveal  the 
toil,  the  sacrifice,  the  energy  and  time  spent  by 
members  of  the  Baptist  Headquarters'  staff  in 
carrying  our  program  to  a  higher  level  this  year 
than  it  has  ever  before  attained. 

The  work  of  the  Convention  has  been  wonder- 
fully blessed  this  fiscal  year.  More  people  have 
been  touched  by  the  Convention  workers  than 
ever  before,  more  money  has  been  raised,  and 
more  conversions  reported  as  a  result  of  our  work 
on  the  field.  The  boards  and  committees  of  all  the 
State  Bodies  have  offered  a  fine  type  of  co-opera- 
tion in  carrying  on  the  work.  The  Moderators  of 
cur  Associations  have,  also,  worked  and  shown  in- 
terest as  never  before,  and  too  much  cannot  be 
said  of  the  fine  spirit  of  interest  shown  by  the 
hundreds  of  pastors  which  have  led  over  a  thou- 
sand churches  to  participate  and  co-operate  with 
the  Convention  Program  this  year. 

As  we  close  the  year  I  am  glad  to  report,  that 
the  spirit  of  harmony  and  co-operation  in  every 
area  has  made  it  possible  for  us  to  raise  $130,- 
525.40  this  year. 


What  Will  Congress  Do  With  Jesus 
Which  Is  Called  Christ? 

Some  months  ago  a  nationally  famous  magazine 
started  a  controversy  among  its  readers  by  pub- 
lishing a  list  of  questions  about  Jesus  Christ,  one 
of  which  was :  "With  His  ideals  unchanged,  stand- 
ing for  the  brotherhood-of-man  principles,  would 
it  be  possible  for  Him  to  be  elected  President  of 
the  U.  S.  A.?" 

Some  benefit  may  possibly  be  derived  from  such 
hypothetical  questions,  though  it  is  doubtful. 
There  is  a  very  practical  question  up  before  the 
United  States  Congress  now,  however,  which  can 
and  must  be  given  a  concrete  answer.  The  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  has  in  it  no  Divine 
acknowledgment,  and  (except  for  the  Clerk's  no- 
tation in  the  date,  "In  the  Year  of  our  Lord")  our 
national  CovstUution  does  not  mention  Jesus 
Christ. 

There  were  two  resolutions  introduced  in  Con- 
gress near  the  close  of  the  recent  Session  which 
propose  to  amend  the  Constitution  so  as  to  ac- 
knowledge Jesus  Christ.  .  The  bill  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  is  H.  J.  Res.  239,  introduced  by 
Congressman  Louis  E.  Graham  of  Pennsylvania. 
The  Senate  bill  is  S.  J.  Res.  150,  introduced  by 
Senator  Arthur  Capper  of  Kansas.  Both  bills  are 
now  in  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  of  the 
Senate  and  the  House.  They  will  come  up  for 
committee  action  in  January,  1948.  Here,  then, 
in  no  impractical  way,  is  an  opportunity  for  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  to  "elect"  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  to  the  supreme  position  which  God 
has  given  to  Him,  as  Ruler  of  nations.  (Matt.

Amony-  the  many  fine  privileges  persons  attend- 
ing the  historic  80th  session  of  the  General  Con- 
vention in  Goldsboro,  October  28-30  will  have, 
will  be  the  opportunity  of  hearing  one  of  Ameri- 
ca's great  preachers  and  Christian  scholars. 

Speaking  to  the  session  Wednesday  evening, 
October  29th  at  8 :30,  will  be  the  Rev.  Joseph  Har- 
rison Jackson,  pastor  of  the  great  Olivet  Baptist 
Church  in  Chicago,  111. 

Dr.  Jackson,  who  began  his  ministry  as  a  boy 
preacher  on  the  countryside  in  the  state  of  Missis- 
sippi, is  recognized  as  being  one  of  the  outstanding 
pastors  in  the  United  States.  In  six  years  at  Oli- 
vet, the  church  under  his  leadership,  has  grown 
to  become  one  of  the  largest  churches  in  the  coun- 
try. The  church  has  recently  accepted  the  full 
responsibility  of  having  a  special  structure  at  the 
Suehn  Mission  in  Liberia,  West  Africa,  construct- 
ed at  a  cost  of  $35,000. 

In  1937,  he  represented  the  National  Baptist 
Convention  at  the  World  Conference  of  Life  and 
Work  at  Oxford  University,  Oxford,  England.  He 
also  participated  in  the  Conference  of  Faith  and 
Order  at  Edinburg  University,  Edinburg,  Scot- 
land, the  same  year.  In  1938,  he  gave  the  princi- 
pal address  during  the  Centenary  celebration  of 
the  Emancipation  of  Negro  slaves  in  British  Gui- 
ana. In  1940,  he  delivered  two  addresses  before 
the  World  Sunday  School  Association  in  Mexico 
City,  Mexico. 

When  the  Ethiopian  question  was  before  the 
League  of  Nations  and  Mussolini's  Italy  was  rap- 
ing this  innocent  black  republic  on  the  continent 
of  Africa,  Dr.  Jackson  attended  several  sessions 
of  the  League  of  Nations  in  Geneva,  Switzerland, 
in  this  crucial  hour  of  history. 

When  a  study  was  made  in  1941  of  religious 
leaders  of  the  United  States  of  America,  without 
respect  to  race  or  creed,  the  name  of  J.  H.  Jackson 
was  included  and  is  listed  in  a  volume  entitled 
"Religious  Leaders  of  America,"  Volume  2. 

"The  Rev.  Mr.  Jackson  has  walked  with  the 
great  of  the  earth  but  has  not  forgotten  the  com- 
mon touch.  He  performs  the  task  of  metropolitan 
ministry  but  has  not  lost  his  love  for  the  beauties 
of  the  countryside." 

His  academic  training  covers  a  wide  and  varied 
field.  He  received  his  A.B.  and  B.Th.  degrees  from 
Jackson  College,  Jackson,  Miss.;  his  B.D.  from 
Creighton  University,  N.  Y.,  and  his  M.A.  re- 
quirement for  his  Ph.D.  degree  at  the  University 
of  Chicago,  with  the  exception  of  writing  a  thesis. 
He  also  holds  the  doctor  of  divinity  degree  from 
Jackson  College.

To  satisfy  the  minds  of  my 
brethren,  I  am  -writing  this  arti- 
cle setting  forth  my  reason  for 
returning  to  my  native  state. 

Fifteen  months  ago,  I  gave  up 
the  First  Baptist  Church,  Char- 
lotte, to  answer  a  call  of  the 
Council  of  Baptist  of  Philadel- 
phia to  carry  on  a  religious  edu- 
cational program.  The  many  ob- 
jectives of  this  council  as  set 
forth  in  its  constitution  are  very 
laudible  and  worthy.  But  on  as- 
suming my  new  duties  there,  I 
discovered  that  the  organization 
was  top-heavy  with  financial 
obligations  in  paying  monthly 
installments  on  the  headquar- 
ters building  which  cost  $60,- 


000.00  and  several  other  debts. 

These  obligations  made  it  im- 
possible to  operate  a  course  of 
training  and  thus  I  felt  that  I 
was  not  using  wisely  my  time 
supervising  the  headquarters, 
when  I  could  apply  myself  to  a 
more  constructive  work  in  the 
gospel  ministry  and  in  helping 
my  brethren  of  the  ministry.  I 
therefore  tendered  my  resigna- 
tion to  the  council  of  Baptist 
after  having  the  assurance  of 
Dr.  Robt.  P.  Daniel,  president 
of  Shaw  University,  that  I  could 
resume  my  former  work  of 
training  ministers  for  which  I 
am  profoundly  grateful. 

Last  month  at  the  White  Rock 
Baptist  Church,  Philadelphia, 
the  Council  of  Baptist  gave  me 
a  Farewell  program  of  honor 


and  appreciation  for  service 
rendered  during  the  time  I  was 
there.  Fully  twenty  ministers 
with  representatives  of  various 
churches  were  present  and  an 
offering  of  $250.00  was  collected 
and  presented  to  me  on  back 
salary. 

Every  North  Carolina  Min- 
ister with  whom  I  have  spoken 
concerning  my  returning  to  the 
state  has  expressed  joy  in  the 
fact,  which  I  greatly  appreciate. 

My  chief  desire  is  to  throw 
myself  back  in  harness  and 
work  for  the  welfare  of  God's 
Kingdom  through  Shaw  Univer- 
sity and  the  General  Baptist 
State  Convention. 

All  that  I  have  seen  teaches 
me  to  trust  the  creator  for  all 
that  I  have  not  seen.

Dear  Little  Friends: 

"Youth  is  the  time  for  vision.  If  you  haven't 
one,  pray  diligently,  search  unceasingly  until  you 
find  one." 

These  words  are  the  words  of  advice  which  I 
bring  to  your  listening  ears  this  month.  There  are 
so  many  of  our  little  comrades  who  will  not  return 
with  you  as  you  start  on  your  new  journey  of 
curiosity.  I  say  curiosity  because  as  youth  you  are 
curious  to  find  out  what  lies  ahead  of  you.  In 
school  it's  the  secret  of  who  is  the  new  teacher; 
What  goes  on  in  the  grade  or  class  to  which  I  have 
been  promoted  and  many  others.  Can  you  timagine 
living  without  a  vision.  What  would  it  be  like? 
But  to  have  vision  one  must  have  faith. 

As  a  worker  with  you  young  folks  of  North 
Carolina  I  have  many  interesting  experiences 
which  I  would  not  exchange  for  anything.  I  have 
found  many  young  people  (boys  and  girls)  to  be 
on  the  alert.  They  are  kinder,  braver,  better, 
truer  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  world. 
Some  of  our  educators  tell  us  that.  Ministers  talk 
about  the  work  they  are  doing  in  their  churches 
and  communities.  Yet,  there  are  those  who  speak 
about  the  "spiritless  boys  and  girls"  so  unfairly. 

In  a  woman's  magazine  sometime  ago,  I  read 
a  writer's  editorial  which  said  "that  the  present 
generation  of  boys  and  girls,  young  men  and 
young  women,  is  afraid  to  venture  any  more.  That 
they  avoid  the  hills  for  fear  of  the  briars  and 
brambles.  That  they  want  to  walk  forever  on  a 
low  land  so  they  won't  stumble.

All  those  who  are  faithless  in  youth,  there 
is  a  challenge  for  you  to  visit  a  place  where  Chris- 
tian boys  and  girls  gather  and  see  the  wonder  of 
a  new  and  braver  vision  that  will  lead  them  into 
eternal  prosperity;  a  challenge  to  visit  a  youth 
meeting  in  which  all  is  conducted  by  youth;  visit 
a  Vacation  Bible  School  that  is  filled  with  express- 


ional  activities.  There  you  will  be  shown  things 
that  will  change  their  attitudes. 

But,  little  friends,  you  must  push  your  way 
through  the  crowded  places  with  the  faith  of  the 
one  who  wanted  only  to  "touch  the  hem  of  His 
garment."  Lift  up  your  eyes.  .  .! Watch  the  moon, 
the  stars  and  the  clouds  for  a  while  and  let  the 
"peace  that  passes  all  understanding"  come  creep- 
ing into  your  soul.  We  learn  how  to  chart  our  lives 
from  our  mistakes.  Life  is  a  preparation.  Only  one 
harbor  is  important.  If  we  remember  that  some 
day  we  will  hear  the  words :  "Well  done,  thou  good 
and  faithful  servant." 

What  is  your  aim?  Start  now  at  the  bottom  of 
your  ladder  to  become  prepared  for  the  task  that 
is  set  before  you.

(General  Activities  reported  by  John  W.  WMte,  Baptist  Training  Union  Director) 


In  spite  of  the  rapid  change 
of  personnel  in  the  Department 
of  Christian  Education  and 
Training  within  the  past  twelve 
months  of  our  Convention  year, 
it  is  encouraging  to  observe  the 
continuity  of  the  program,  both 
in  the  office  and  on  the  field. 

The  Department  of  Christian 
Education  began  its  year's  work 
under  the  leadership  of  the  dy- 
namic personality  of  the  Rev- 
erend Leon  C.  Riddick,  who  for 
three  and  a  half  years  did  a 
most  commendable  job.  Com- 
pleting seven  months  of  the 
present  year's  work,  the  Rev- 
erend Mr.  Riddick  resigned  to 
become  the  pastor  of  the  Foun- 
tain Baptist  Church,  of  Summit, 
New  Jersey. 

Following  the  Reverend  Mr, 
Riddick,  for  the  period  of  four 
months,  was  the  Reverend  0.  L. 
Sherrill,  formerly  full-time  as- 
*  sistant  to  the  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  General  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina. 

The  last  month  of  the  year 
finds  the  Director  of  the  Baptist 
Training  Unions  of  the  General 
Convention  acting  as  Director 
of  the  department. 

We  acknowledge  with  grate- 
fulness the  fine  co-operation  of 
the  Headquarters'  staff,  the 
President  of  the  General  Con- 
vention and  each  of  its  auxili- 
aries, the  pastors,  moderators, 
principals  and  public  school 
teachers,  who  worked  diligently 
in  the  expanding  program  of 
Christian  Education  and  Train- 
ing. We,  further,  acknowledge 
the  faithful  service  rendered  by 
Shaw  University  in  feeding  and 
housing  the  delegates  that  met 
on  its  campus  from  time  to 
time;  and  the  ministers  of  the 
City  of  Raleigh  for  their  sup- 
port and  co-operation. 


We  have  in  North  Carolina 
approximately  1,700  Negro  Mis- 
sionary Baptist  churches.  Of 
this  number  352  participated  in 
the  Training  Course  Program, 
giving  an  increase  of  22  more 
churches  reached  during  the 
previous  year.  This  is  21  per 
cent  of  the  total  churches  within 
our  State  Convention;  leaving 
79  per  cent  of  the  churches  not 
reached  by  any  form  of  super- 
vised Christian  training. 

During  the  conventional  year, 
1946-47,  2,029  certificates  and 
awards  were  given  to  persons 
of  the  State  who  qualified 
through  the  Department  of 
Christian  Education  and  Train- 
ing. This  represents  an  increase 
of  261  enrollees  over  last  year's 
total  of  1,768,  which  is  less  than 
one  per  cent  of  our  total  of  275,- 
000  constituents.  A  total  of  136 
Conferences  and  Institutes  were 
held  compared  with  63  for  the 
year  1945-46.  Of  this  total 
(136)  46  were  conducted  by 
certified  workers  throughout  the 
State. 

In  the  light  of  the  above  given 
facts,  the  challenge  comes  to 
every  Missionary  Baptist  in  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  to  hear 
the  Voice  of  God  saying,  "Whom 
shall  I  send,  and  ivho  will  go  for 
us?"  Like  the  prophet  of  old, 
let  us  lift  our  voices,  and  say, 
"Here  am  I,  send  me."  LET  US 
ARISE  AND  ANSWER  THE 
CALL.

PRINCIPAL  ORDAINED 
TO  MINISTRY 

David  Meserve  Thomas,  na- 
tive of  Liberia,  and  recently  ap- 
pointed principal  of  a  Mission 
School  operated  there  by  the 
National  Baptist  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Convention,  was  ordained 
to  the  ministry  at  services  held 
Sunday  night  October  5,  at 
First  Baptist  Church  here.  Dr. 
O.  S.  Bullock,  pastor,  delivered 
the  Ordination  sermon.  The 
charge  was  made  by  the  Rev. 
J.  H.  Jackson,  and  the  prayer 
was  offered  by  the  Rev.  S.  F. 
Daly,  both  of  the  Shaw  Univer- 
sity School  of  Religion. 

Rev.  Mr.  Thomas  is  the  son 
of  Mrs.  Cora  Pair  Thomas  of 
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N.  C.  COLLEGE  HEAD 
PASSES 

Dr.  James  E.  S  h  e  p  a  r  d, 
founder  and  only  president  of 
North  Carolina  College  of  Dur- 
ham, died  at  his  home  Monday, 
October  6,  following  a  serious 
illness  of  several  days. 

Regarded  as  one  of  the  coun- 
try's outstanding  educators.  Dr. 
Shepard  was  born  November  3, 
1874,  at  Raleigh,  the  son  of  the 
Rev.  S.  Augustus  and  Harriet 
E.  Whitted  Shepard.  He  gradu- 
ated from  Shaw  University  in 
Raleigh  with  a  Ph.G.  degree  in 
1894.  In  1910,  he  was  awarded 
the  doctor  of  divinity  degree 
from  Muskingum  College  in 
Ohio.  Selma  University  in  Ala- 
bama awarded  him  the  Master 
of  Arts  degree  in  1912,  and  he 
received  the  Litt.  D.  degree 
from  Howard  University  in 
1925. 

During  1898  and  1900  Dr. 
Shepard  was  Comparer  of 
Deeds  in  the  Recorder's  office  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  and  was 
deputy  collector  of  internal  rev- 
enue at  Raleigh  from  1899  to 
1905.  He  served  as  field  superin- 
tendent of  the  International 
Sunday  School  Association  for 
work  among  Negroes  from  1905 
to  1909. 

It  was  in  1910  that  Dr.  Shep- 
ard founded  the  North  Carolina 
College,  and  he  has  guided  it 
from  its  beginning  as  the  Na- 
tional Religious  Training  School 
and  Chautauqua  with  130  stu- 
dents to  one  of  the  nation's  out- 
standing state  Negro  Colleges, 
with  a  plant  valued  at  more 
than  $2,000,000,  a  student  body 
of  approximately  1,500,  and  a 
faculty  of  72  members. 

Dr.  Shepard  in  1910,  was  the 
only    Negro    speaker    at  the 


Raleigh  and  the  late  Dr.  William 
Henry  Thomas.  He  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  Liberia  College,  Monro- 
via, Liberia,  and  for  a  number 
of  years  was  principal  of  the 
Lott  Carey  Mission  at  Brewer- 
ville.  He  expects  to  return  to  Li- 
beria in  December.

Recordings  of  "The  Greatest 
Story  Ever  Told,"  the  most  dis- 
cussed radio  program  of  the 
year,  are  now  available  to 
churches,  schools  and  other 
groups  for  religious  teaching 
and  spiritual  guidance,  the 
American  Broadcasting  Compa- 
ny announced.

Dr.  George  W.  Moore,  for  many  years  prominent  in  Christian 
circles  in  North  Carolina,  died  at  his  home,  October  6,  at  the  age 
of  86,  ending  a  lingering  illness. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  from  the  First  Baptist  Church 
in  Raleigh  with  Dr.  0.  S.  Bullock,  pastor,  officiating. 

A  native  of  Sampson  County,  Dr.  Moore  served  the  following 
churches:  New  Hope  Baptist,  Chapel  Hill;  First  Baptist,  Fayette- 
ville;  Central  Baptist,  Wilmington;  First  Baptist,  Reidsville;  Mt. 
Gilead,  Holly  Springs;  Spring  Branch,  Mt.  Zion,  Raleigh;  Mt. 
Pleasant  and  Mt.  Moriah  in  Harnett  County,  and  Wakefield.  He 
also  served  as  moderator  of  the  Kenansville  Eastern  and  Deep 
River  Associations;  member  Executive  Board  of  the  Lott  Carey 
Foreign  Mission  Convention,  U.  S.  A.,  and  State  Sunday  School 
missionary. 
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FORMER  ARMY  CHAPLAIN 
ACCEPTS  CALL 

The  Reverend  T.  H.  Brooks, 
former  Army  Chaplain,  has  ac- 
cepted a  call  to  the  pastorate  of 
the  historic  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Oxford,  and  is  scheduled  to  be 
installed  late  in  November.  In 
accepting  this  pastorate,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Brooks  succeeds  Dr. 
G.  W.  Watkins,  who  resigned 
several  months  ago  because  of 
failing  health. 

The  First  Baptist  Church  at 
Oxford,  N.  C,  has  been  one  of 
the  outstanding  churches  of 
North  Carolina  for  more  than 
fifty  years.  Since  its  organiza- 
tion in  1868  it  has  produced 
many  outstanding  ministers  and 
church  leaders.  Among  those 
still  active  who  received  their 
inspiration  in  this  church  are: 
Dr.  W.  H.  Hester,  12th  Baptist 
Church,  Boston,  Mass. ;  Dr.  Mar- 
shall L.  Shepard,  Mt.  Olivet  Tab- 
ernacle Baptist  Church,  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.;  the  Rev.  Charles 
Currin,  Bethany  Baptist  Church, 
Newark,  N.  J. ;  the  Rev.  Paul 
Johnson,  Martin  Street  Baptist 
Church,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  and  Miss 
Minnie  C.  Lyon,  Missionary  in 
Liberia.  The  church  has  one  of 
the  most  modern  church  plants 
to  be  found  among  Negroes  in 
this  part  of  the  country. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Brooks,  pastor 
elect,  is  the  son  of  the  late  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  N.  F.  Brooks,  who  were 
prominent  in  religious  and  edu- 
cational circles  of  Eastern  North 
Carolina  for  many  years.  He 
received  his  academic  training 
at  A.  and  T.  College  of  Greens- 
boro, N.  C.,  and  his  college  and 
theological  training  at  Shaw 
University.  His  first  full  time 
pastorate  was  the  Wall  Street 
Baptist  Church,  Sanford,  N.  C. 
In  1941,  the  Rev.  Brooks  resign- 
ed his  work  at  Wall  Street  to  ac- 
cept an  army  commission  as  a 
Chaplain,  and  became  the  first 
Negro  Baptist  Minister  from 
North  Carolina  to  become  an 
Army  Chaplain.  His  first  mili- 
tary service  was  with  the  8th 
Medical  Training  Battalion  at

Camp  Lee,  Va.  Shortly  after 
the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor  he 
was  transferred  to  the  24th  In- 
fantry, Rev.  Brooks  went  over 
seas  in  the  spring  of  1942,  and 
saw  service  in  the  campaign  in 
the  Northern  Solomons.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  fighting  at 
Munda  he  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  Captain. 

The  end  of  the  war  found  Rev. 
Mr.  Brooks  holding  the  position 
of  Senior  Chaplain  at  the  Recep- 
tion Center,  Fort  Benning,  Ga., 
which  office  he  held  until  his  dis- 
charge on  the  first  of  January, 
1947. 

The  new  pastor-elect  is  mar- 
ried and  is  the  father  of  two 
sons.  Mrs.  Brooks  is  the  former 
Miss  Savannah  B.  Nichols  of 
Philadelphia.  In  addition  to  his 
religious  activities.  Rev.  Brooks 
is  a  member  of  the  Phi  Beta 
Sigma  College  Fraternity,  a  32nd 
degree  Mason,  a  Shriner,  and  a 
Past  Post  Commander  in  the 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars.  He 
brings  to  his  new  post  of  duty 
a  wealth  of  experience,  training 
and  contacts.
